PRESIDENTIAL CORRESPONDENCE

Dear Mr. Fife, 


At the request of the members of the Entomological 
Society of Australian I am writing to express our alarm at 
the constant downgrading of tertiary education by the present 
Federal government. Funding for research and teaching in 
universities and colleges of advanced education is not 
keeping pace either with inflation or our much publicised 
economic prosperity unless, of course, you agree with 
Sir Roderick Carnegie, Chairman of CRA, that the much 
lauded resources boom is a mirage. 


The financial cuts being imposed on universities by the 
Federal government mean that we will be unable to train our 
undergraduate or postgraduate students adequately. The 
training of research scientists is not a tap which can be 
turned off and on at will but an on-going process. Effective 
training of research workers occurs in a milieu of research, 
which is the creation of many years of devoted research by 
the academic staff. 
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It is a mark of a developed country that it trains its 
undergraduate and postgraduate students at its own tertiary 
institutions. A study by Princeton University showed that, 
when research workers trained overseas returned home, they 
were alienated from their home culture. This is 
particularly damaging to developing countries. Unless we 
train our research workers we will become, scientifically, 
a developing country. 


Australia already depends far too heavily on outside 
expertise to solve its problems. We are a developed 
independent nation and should accept the challenge to solve 
our own problems and export, not import, expertise. The 
Federal government shouJd be encouraging research and 
development within Australia unless, of course, it is their 
view that our role is to be the quarry of the world, serving 
Overseas interests. 


By importing post-doctoral workers from overseas we 
display our colonial origin. This is particularly 
regrettable in Entomology, the discipline represented by 
this Society, because our science is peculiar to this country 
being determined by the Australian environment including its 
fauna and flora. Principles are transferrable from continent 
to continent but the practice of agriculture in Australia is 
unique to this continent and our entomologists need to be 
familiar with our practices and trained in the Australian 
environment. 


Insects are living organisms and have a habit of 
providing surprises. As fast as one problem is solved 
another appears. When the grey-backed cane beetle problem 
was solved the Sugar Bureau erected a monument in north 
Queensland extolling the achievement of the entomologists and 
considered that their work was done. Nearly forty years 
later the sugar industry still has entomological problems 
but they are different ones. Life is not meant to be simple. 
The millenium does not arrive because one problem has been 
solved. 
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It is vital for the future prosperity for agriculture 
in this country that we train entomologists to a high level 
of expertise so that they can deal not just with the 
problems of the present, but be competent to tackle the 
unknown problems of the future. Relatively minor saving 
in expenditure on tertiary education now will cause 
irreparable damage to the future efficiency of the system. 
It is poor planning to save a dollar now and lose ten 
dollars in the near future. 


I urge you to impress on your Cabinet colleagues that 
their present approach of financial cutbacks in universities 
and CAE's is a recipe for future disaster, which none of us 
can seriously wish to see. Only you can prevent it.

Reply: 
Dear Professor Kettle, 


Thank you for your letter of 8th October, 1981 on 
behalf of the Entomological Society of Australia concerning 
the importance of research and research training, 
particularly in the field of entomology. 


As you may be aware, Commonwealth Government funds for 
research at Australian universities are provided from a 
variety of sources. Research projects in fields such as 
agriculture and entomology are supported through the 
Australian Research Grants Committee and the National 
Energy esearch Development and Demonstration Council, 
which are the responsibilities of my colleagues the 
Ministers for Science and the Environment, and National 
Development and Energy respectively. 
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Funds provided from these sources are distributed to 
research workers on a competitive basis. The Commonwealth 
Scientific and Industrial Research Organisation, which is 
also the responsibility of my colleague the Minister for 
Science and the Environment, also devotes significant 
resources to entomological research. 


In addition, universities support research and 
research training with grants made available by the 
Commonwealth through the Commonwealth Tertiary Education 
Commission. Universities fund a significant proportion 
of their research programs from their general recurrent 
and equipment grants; the extent to which support from 
these grants is directed to research in any particular 
Field is, however, a matter for each university to judge. 
Specific support for research is provided by way of the 
Special Research Grants which are allocated primarily to 
provide assistance to younger members of staff as yet 
unsupported by other funds. The Government has accepted 
the Commission's recommendations for significant increases 
in these grants over the 1982-84 triennium. The Government 
has also announced a major new initiative to establish 
Research Centres of Excellence and will provide an 
additional $16 million for this purpose over the triennium. 


The Government recognises the importance of teaching- 
and-research activities and I share your concern that 
adequate funds are available. However, I am sure you will 
understand that in considering the level of operating funds 
for universities and colleges of advanced education, the 
needs of these institutions must be weighted against other 
high priority claims. 


Il appreciate having your views on this matter and hope 
that the above information will be of some assistance to 
you.

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CHINA EXCHANGE AGREEMENT 


Applications are invited from scientists wishing to 
participate in the Australian Academy of Science - 
Academia Sinica scientific exchange program. 


Intending applicants should have a specific project in 
mind, preferably one that has been developed in consultation 
with the institutes in China that they wish to visit. 
Documentary evidence of Chinese interest and support will 
greatly strengthen the application. 


Applications may be made by individuals or by groups 
(up to a maximum of 6 members) and may be for short visits 
(3 to 4 weeks) or for a longer term to carry out research 
projects or field studies. Scientific Societies also are 
encouraged to submit proposals. 


In making its selections, the Academy will be influenced 
by the following considerations: 


a) the special features of the proposal which make it 
appropriate for inclusion under this particular 
bilateral agreement, (what is there that is 
peculiar to China?); 


b) its scientific merit and importance to science in 
Australia; 


c) the potential for developing further collaboration; 


d) the interest it is likely to arouse amongst 
scientists in similar fields of research in 
Australia; and 


e) evidence of support for the proposal from within 
China. 


Under the terms of the agreement travel expenses to China 
are our responsibility and expenses within China the 
responsibility of Academia Sinica. No additional stipends 
or allowances are paid. 
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Application forms and a list of the Institutes of 
Academia Sinica are available from the Australian Academy 
of Science, P.O. Box 783, Canberra City, A.C.T., 2601. 


It should be noted that Academia Sinica has difficulty 
in arranging visits to institutions not under its control 
and proposals should therefore be confined essentially to 
projects that can be organized through the Academy's 
institutes. 


ENTOMOLOGICAL NEWS AROUND AUSTRALIA 


VICTORIA: 
University of Melbourne, Department of Genetics 


Members of the Department had considerable success in 
obtaining A.R.G.C. funds for 1982, with John Dearn, 
John McKenzie and Jon Martin all obtaining grants for 
insect-related projects. John McKenzie is continuing the 
work on Lucilta which was previously carried out jointly 
with Max Whitten. All three projects involve field work 
as an important component, the two Johns often working out 
of the University property at Strathfieldsaye in Gippsland. 
Jon Martin, accompanied by “honorary entomologist" 
Barry Lee, visited Flinders Island in November to obtain 
further evidence that the migrations of the chironomid 
midges between Tasmania and the mainland were via the 
connection with Wilsons Promontory rather than the Otways. 
In January, Jon visited Queensland briefly in connection 
with his studies of sex determination in Chironomus. He 
has some evidence that northern populations of Chtronomus 
nepeanensts have a different sex determiner than those of 
southern Australia. A Malaysian student, Miss Cheong Mei 
Foong, will join Jon shortly to work on biochemical aspects 
of the sex determination project and several of the 
Department's thirteen Honours students for 1982 will work 
on projects involving insects.

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International Meeting of Trichopterists 


The first Melbourne International Meeting of 
Trichopterists' was held at the National Museum of Victoria 
Annexe on 9th November, 1981. Convened by Arturs Neboiss, 
the meeting was designed to coincide with the stay of 
Dr. John Morse (Clemson University) who is visiting the 
Museum for several months and the passage through Melbourne 
of Alice Wells (U. Adelaide). Although arranged only at 
short notice, all those contacted were able to attend for 
a day of informal discussion on the Trichoptera. 


Participants were welcomed by Dr. Brian Smith, and 
Arturs Neboiss then introduced each participant to the 
meeting. John Morse outlined his work on the systematics 
and phylogeny of the Triplectidinae, a project complemented 
by Ros St. Clair's recently-started work on the larvae of 
this group. Australia has about 80% of known species of 
this subfamily. Problems of larval taxonomy, specifically 
those experienced in trying to construct generic keys, were 
discussed by John Deane and David Cartwright (M.M.B.W., 
Melbourne). Alice Wells outlined her interest in the 
Hydroptilidae, and Arturs Neboiss discussed several recent 
projects, including a review of the south west Austalian 
fauna and ongoing generic revisions. Aspects of survey work 
were discussed by Frances Michaelis (A.P.P.M., Launceston) 
and Peter Brooks (N.M.V., Survey Department). Peter 
emphasised the use of the ‘voucher system’ adopted at N.M.V. 


Wide-ranging discussion followed these presentations. 
This included aspects of rearing methods, compatability of 
character suites used by different workers, use of immature 
stages in phylogenetic studies, role of viviparity in caddis, 
and what the priorities for future work should be. The 
general sense of frustration at the amount of work to do 
(perhaps, universal amongst Australian insect taxonomists!) 
was somewhat alleviated by the evidence of steady progress 
on our fauna. The need for a checklist and bibliography 
was stressed by several workers. 
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The meeting broke up in the late afternoon, after 
examination of several exhibits of recent taxonomic projects 
under way at the Museum.

Grassland Invertebrate Conference 


The Third Australasian Conference on the Ecology of 
Grassland Invertebrates was organised by a South Australian 
Committee (K.E. Lee, B.R. Hutson, P.G. Allen, P. Greenslade 
and D.A. Maelzer) and held between 30th November and 
4th December, 1981, at the Australian Mineral Foundation, 
Adelaide. Numbers attending were 60, of which a good 
proportion (19 persons) had travelled from New Zealand. 

Dr. M.J. Whitten, Chief, C.S.I.R.O. Division of Entomology, 
presented a thought provoking Opening Address entitled 
"The genetic basis for pesticide resistance". 
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Thereafter, 51 papers were read to cover 8 themes:

3. Systems Analysis and Modelling; 

4. Pathogens and Parasites in Pest Control;

8. Chemical and Integrated Control. 


Mr. J.F. Longworth, Director, Entomology Division, 
D.S.1.R., New Zealand presented an interesting, extended 
introduction to the subject of theme 4. 


Both visitors and 'lovals' enjoyed travelling through 
the Adelaide Hills on a one-day field trip, stopping to 
observe cnanges in flora with rainfall changes, and to learn 
about the recolonization by flora and fauna at Kyeema 
National Park following prescribed burning. 


Organized social events were successful, especially the 
Conference Dinner held at Fernilee Lodge, an exclusive 
reception house.

Department of Agriculture 


Greg Baker, Peter Allen, Peter Bailey, Paul Madge, and 
Dennis Hopkins all attended the Third Australasian Conference 
on the Ecology of Grassland Invertebrates held in Adelaide 
recently. The latter four above all contributed papers to 
the conference. 


Geoff Furness attended the Fourth Congress of the 
International Society of Citriculture in Tokyo in November 
1981 to present an invited paper "The role of petroleum 
oil sprays in pest management programs on citrus in 
Australia". A number of universities and research 
institutes were visited in the week following the congress 
where work on biological and integrated control of citrus 
pests was examined. 


Geoff Furness visited the Plant Research 
Institute, Burnley, and the Keith Turnbull Research 
Institute, Frankston, in Melbourne in December 1981 to 
examine facilities and discuss work being carried out in 
low voluem pesticide application.

Robin Bedding, C.S.1.R.O. Division of Entomology, Hobart, 
visited the Department of Entomology on 4th November, 1981, 
and gave an informal seminar on the use of nematodes for 
insect control.

However, it now appears that Mr. Wu will arrive in Adelaide 
after Dr. White has returned to Wagga Wagga, and since the 
latter institute has no adequate facilities for the kind of 
work Mr. Wu intends to carry out, it has been decided that 
Peter Miles will supervise Mr. Wu's work at the Waite 
Institute in collaboration with Dr. White, who hopes to 
maintain contact with the work through visits to Adelaide 
from Wagga Wagga. 


On 16th December, 1981, the Department had a visit from 
one of its former postgraduate students, Dr. Geoffrey Baker, 
who is now engaged on millipede research at C.S.I.R.0.'s 
Division of Entomology, Oeiras, Portugal. 
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Dr. B. Donovan, an entomologist with D.S.1I.R., Christchurch, 
is staying in the Department of Entomology for 4 weeks under 
a grant from the United Farmers and Stockowners Association, 
to work with Dudley Pinnock and Prof. Thorp on the lucerne 
program.

The December meeting was addressed by Keith Campbell who 
spoke on The Importance of Insects to Forestry and Trees. 
The speaker outlined the various ways in which insects affect 
trees and forestry, and indicated the different groups of 
insects involved. 


Insect Conservation. Since November 1980 we have been 
engaged in dealing with undesirable proposed legislation 
alleged to "protect" insects. By mid 1981 we felt very 
confident of success. Recently we have received advice that 
the matter will not be proceeded with, at least for the present. 
However, it is indicated that the matter has not been finally 
dropped, and may be raised in another form. This emphasizes 
the need for continued vigilance. It will be remembered 
that although Regulation 13A appeared as a fatt accomplt 
about 1975 it had been raised in 1963 when it was actively 
and unanimously opposed by entomological interests. The 
New South Wales proposals are even less desirable.

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DR. N.V. DOBROTWORSKY 


The death occurred in Canberra on 23rd June, 1981 

of Dr. Nickolai V. Dobrotworsky, affectionately 
known as "Dob", a foundation member of the Society. 
Born in Russia in 1903, Dob came to Australia, via 
Germany, as a refugee after the Second World War. 

He worked at menial jobs until, in 195l, he finally 
obtained a Georgina Sweet Fellowship in the Zoology 
Department, University of Melbourne, where he worked 
until his retirement in 1974. He obtained his Ph.D. 
from the University in 19651 for his studies on the 
biology and taxonomy of mosquitoes. He worked on 
this group for thirteen years before switching to 
the tipulids. The high regard in which his work 

was held is evident in the tribute paid to him by 
Dr. Elizabeth Marks in her Presidential Address to 
the Society in 1976. (J. Aust. ent. Soc., 15 : 359).
